Montreal Around McGill 

Has Changed Since 1837 



Today a man gazing down from 
an aeroplane sees the city stretching 
from the Mountains down to tho 
Hiver. The houses diisguise the earth 
from Notre Dame de Grrn.ce lo far 
below the most easterly point of 
Mount Royal, which they circle in a 
vast sweep that ends in Outremont 

But had the pilot of some aerial 
char-a-banc lioeu able to transform 
tho modern city-blocks into the form 
that existed upon the coronation day 
of Queen Victoria, he would not gaze, 
al tho same scene that he views to- 
day. 

Fur one thing, few of the long 
streets that now run parallel to the. 
river would meet his questing eye 
The joint Cralg-St. Antoine Sireets 
thorough fa re was then the most up- 
perly stroet ol any cstont Dorchester 
ran west from St. Denis as Car as 
Bleury, where It came to an abrupt 
termination. I;, waa hoped some, day 
to continue it, however, and already, 
by IS37, it bad followed plan to a 
certain extent by appearing, like an 
underground river, at Mountain St.. 
and thence it ran on just as it dooa 
today to the city boundary, near the 
modern Atwater It was, in fact, as 
complete as It' la now excopt for u 
slight gap from l.lloury to Mountain. 
The Pilot noes back to 1837 

St. Catherine St, loss lucky than 
Dorchester, ends sharply at the oa.st- 
ermost corner ot the present Morgan 
Store, and farms and orchards flour- 
ish where the familiar street now 
runs. 

Shorbrppku SI. fares no better. The 
aerial observer notices with alarm 
that, starting at St. Denis, it pur- 
sues Its stately course westwtird. only 
to halt timidly soma fifty yards cant 
of the present site of the Koyal Vic- 
toria College. 

With tho 'exception of St. Law- 
rence St. which se-paralos Mr. Bagg's

Judge 
Retd's farm stretches almost from the 
McKay property to Mountain St. i 
Next conies the narrow .,trip of the 
Letourneau Orchard, then tho Des- 
rivieres Farm, a.nd Mien the immense 
MoTavish property, which comes as 
far east as the later street of that 
name- The McGill farm of course, 
is next. The stream that runs over 
the i future site pf the Engineering 
Building comes into the property rrom 
the east where now the Miltor. St 
Gate will soon be. It goes near t he 
present holluw rink, scums to cross 
tho front of the Union, antl again 
enters the lands of the Dcsri.ylere 
hoirs This Inst reaches .is far as Uie 
proposed Durpclici- St.

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THE LECTURE SYSTEM 




"Forty, eighty, two hundred heads slanted over so many 
note books; pencils mechanically recording facts — points one, two 
and three — with important items underscored against the future 
day of reckoning. That is the lecture system," says the New Stu- 
dent, and continues, "Forty, eighty, two hundred eyes languidly 
looking at learning through the horn-rimmed spectacles of an in- 
structor. At the end of the term the entries are scanned; notebook 
is compared with notebook to sec that no important item has been 
overlooked. The answers to all the exam, questions arc in these 
books — guess where, and memorize. By devious routes examina- 
tion questions of years back reach the hands of resourceful stu- 
dents during examination week. Professors vary little from year 
to year, and with these in hand it is easy to predict what questions 
will be asked." 

Conditions naturally vary in different universities, but in the 
last analysis there is little doubt that in the majority of collegiate 
institutions a scene such as the New Student describes can be found, 
but certainly it is not the general rule. The writer is by no means 
finished, however, He goes on to affirm most emphatically that 
"wc need to be told and retold of the futility of the .mass produc- 
tion system of education, of its inevitable glorification of the note- 
book." Is he not lather dogmatic? He condemns without a tinge 
of remorse the system that has proved successful in scores of col- 
leges. 

No one can deny that some men go through college every' 
year who pass tests by cramming notebooks and old examination 
papers. It has always been done so, and it always will be. What 
is going to prevent it? Not the abolition, of the lecture system 
Students will lake notes, and search for old examination papers, 
as ring as there arc students. 

3ut is that a reason for calling futile the system by which many 
real education? The average graduate who takes a 
good degree will not assent. He may have crammed old notes; 
TrTaH probability he did, but he would have done that under any 
system. He has also looked at education through spectacles other 
than those of an instructor. The modern professor places as much 
weight on the student's outside study as he does on familiarity 
with the subject-matter of his own lectures, and the prevalence of 
monthly tests in the average college preclude any excessive amount 
of "guess where and, memorize. 

And is the expression "mass production system of education 
a fair description? In America, at any rate, the remedy for this 
lecture system would of necessity be a return to .something of the 
form of school classes, where homework is inspected, and just 
enough instruction is provided from day to day to enable the stu- 
dent to advance in his eiiôlts ai home. The modern university 
plan giver the undergraduate more leeway than the New Student 
evidently would allow. Our undergraduate demands some free- 
dom. The lecture system places him on his own. Me ran sink or 
swim, for his career depends upon himself alone. 

And the result of this measure of trust is that he does con- 
siderably more real work than he would if he were required to 
turn in daily homework for correction, and little more. The usual 
tichoolboy < onsiders his duty ended when he does hi» tasks well 
enough to pass his master's inspection. The undergraduate knows 
his fate reste with himself. He can go to a lecture and "mechanic- 
ally record facts", Oj not, as the inclination takes him, but he knows 
that he will be expected in his examination to hand back, not the 
professor s remarks in a new form, but evjdence of real thought, 
amplified and explained by the; results of his own individual effort.

Position Of 
Dominion In 
Nickel Trade 

Though nickel Is not, like iron and 
copper, onn of th«i world's major In- 
dustrial m«tslr. It. occupies a place 
of constantly Increaslnc Importance 
*nd, In so far as Canada's metal pro- 
duction Is concerned is second only 
to gold In the value of the annual 
output. 

Canada's nickel Industry had its 
beginning In 1S87, In the discovery 
that certnin mineral deposits, r/t 
Sudbury. In Ontario, that had been 
taken up and worked for copper also 
contained nickel, and were In roallty 
great nickel doposits rather than 
copper doposits. Nickel was at this 
time, howevor, commercially spoak- 
Ing, a comparatively unknown metal 
for which there was no great de- 
mand—the world's annual consump- 
tion being only about 1,000 short tons 
—so that the history of the first few 
years of the industry is the record ol 
an almost continuous uphill fight to 
find new usej and a profitable mar- 
ket for the output. Tndeed_ competi- 
tion in the nickel field has always 
boon keen, and though numerous com- 
panies have from tlmo to time been 
formed to engage In the industry In 
the Sudbury district the only survi. 
vors are the two large corporations 
the International Nickel Company and 
the Mond Nickel Company. At the 
present timo these two concerns ac- 
count, for practically all of Canada's 
output (in round figures some 35.000 
short tons valued at over Slft.ooo.OOO 
constituting over SO per cent of the 
world's requirements In 133-4 ) except 
some small amounts recovered as 
by-products from the treatment of 
Cobalt silver ores. The r»cord pro- 
duction of 45.OO0 short tons wait made 
In 1!>1S. 

Previous to the Washington Con- 
ference probably more than SO per 
cent, of this nickel went Into arniour 
plates for warships, but no'v the 
greater part of it finds Ir-y way Into 
peaceful Industries where It is put to 
many and diverse uses which may b» 
grouped under four or five ge.ner.il 
headings. vis.: as a component of 
many alloys hot), f»rrous and r.on- 
ferroi-c of which the most important 
Is nickel steel; as a surface for other 
metals; as a chemical or catalytic 
reagent; and as pure malleable nickel 
for the manufacture of cooking uten- 
sils, dairy equipment, and innumbcr- | 
able like articles made by rolling. 1 
forging, pressing or drawing the 
metal. 

Not only is Canada by far the lar- 
gest producer of nickel in the world, 
hut the reserves of nickel oie» are 
vastly greater than those of any of 
her possible competitors and this 
together with the many other advan- 
tages she possesses gives her a pre- 
dominant position in the world's 
nickel trade that is well nigh unas- 
sailable.

DECADENT LIBERALISM 

Harvard Crimson;-- At Princeton 
this iveck-eud a national conference 
of college undergraduates will at- 
tempt to focus student opinion on 
the impending world oourt Issue 
Whatever Un outcome, Iho experience 
probably will he a valuable one for 
the delegates themselves, mid 11 is 
oven conceivable that a certain lorce 
of intelligent thought may bo brought 
to bear on Congress in its approach* 
In g decision of the question. 

Hut however ibis may be, consid- 
erable significance attaches to the 
meeting as the single manifesta lion 
of recent years of the stirring. of stu- 
dent Interest in a political controver- 
sy. 

Perhaps no other phenomenon or 
the post-war college generation is 
of greater import than this disap- 
pearance of undergraduate concern 
In matters of politics, government, 
economics, and social justice. A de- 
cade ago the philosophy of liberal- 
ism possessed a powerful appeal lo 
collece men; even radicals like Scott 
N'carlng and William Z. Poster bad 
their adherents by the thousand Mut 
the post-war period has thrown these 
ideals into the discard. ;md students 
now have turned to other fields of 
thought. If the students of today are 
the leaders of tomorrow, as so often 
is alleged, then these facts nugtir 
poorly for the country's future lead- 
ership. 

But in this respect, the college 
world is only a miniature of the na- 
tion at large, and Kurope as well. 
War and reconstruction have discre- 
dited liberalism as a philosophy of 
government; nowhere is it in power. 
Only politicians pay even lip service 
to Demos. The prevailing: method of 
government is the dictatorship of a 
single strong man or of an intelli- 
gent minority which maintains it- 
self in power by obscurantist tactics. 

Nor is this situation surprising. 
Majorities have proved themselves 
poor rulers; easily controlled by 
those clever enough, and wealthy 
enough to pay the advertising ratés 
for propaganda; incapable of choos- 
ing able leaders, or making sound 
decisions on any but the broadest 
ejuestions of policy. 

■When the Machiavellian doc- 
tmies; of the obscurantist replace the 
high ideals of democracy, small won- 
der that college undergraduates lose 
interest. International peace Is al- 
most the only field of thought re- 
maining where Ideals have any stand- 
ing. If the Princeton conference rcp : 
resents an authentic manifestation 
of student interest In the world court, 
It. is at least one encouraging symp- 
tom promising thoughtful, liberal 
leadership in the future.

To 
Illustrate this point, in I9UU Canada 
had it wheat area of about t, '.'t'O, 000 
acres, which yielded lier » crop of 
around Bfi.000.no6 bushels, worth nboul

In Uie case of oats, a crop of mnjor 
"conomlc Importance in Canada, the 
Increase .progress while not quite as 
spectacular Has 'been nevertheless most 
striking and Is of peculiar Import, 
since by far the greater part of this 
crop is consumed in Canada and the 
quantity grown is no small measure 
indicative of the status of our live- 
stock industry. In 1000 Canada had 
an oat crop of about 5,370,000 acres, 
yielding .iround 152,000.000 bushels, 
worth probably $52,000.000 while the 
oat crop in 1925 occupied 14,670.000 
acres, giving an estimated yield of 
about 515.000.000 bushles, worth prob- 
ably Î206.000.000. to be consumed very 
largely on our farms, converted Into 
meat. milk, and work. Here again the 
increase in the crop In the twenty-five 
year period is most striking, over 200 
per cent, although not so extraordinary 
as in the case of wheat.

The outputs of these larre flocks 
were said to he over Si.000,000 dozen 
essrs in 1900 and probably over 225,- 
000,000 dozen in 1!>25. The tgg output 
Is relatively smaller in 1925 than in 
1900, but the increase in the propor- 
tion of' fowls used for meat much 
more than makes up for the apparent 
falling off in relative eçtr production. 

In conclusion It m«y be said with- 
out, danger of exaggeration that Ca- 
nada's field and garden crops In 1925 
arc well over the $1.000.000.000 mark, 
a. fiçure never heretofore apprext- 
m*ed and one of which we. as a 
young and us yet largely undeveloped 
country, may well be proud. To this 
If wo add the value of our live-stock 
products for the year, which may 
quite conservatively he estimated at 
around $500,000.000, we should have 
a grand total of around one and one- 
half billion dollars, drawn from the 
farms of this country. 



FIRST LETTER FROM NEW YORK 

The earliest existing letter from 
what is now N'etv York City was 
written from the "Island of the Man- 
hates" on the eighth of August 162$ 
only two years after the purchase of 
the island from the Indians. The let- 
ter, wheh ihe late William Harris, Ar- 
nold describes in his volume "Yon- 
lures In Hook C'o.llectlns" was wrIUen 
by donas MiohaelUi*. the first miplsici 
of the f Dutcht llafornied Church 'n 
America, Anoompauied by his wife 
und ihrce children. Dominlu Michael- 
lus arrived at the Island of the Man- 
hates on the seventh of April 162S. 
At Iho top of the first page of the 
letter is his areetng: "The Poaoe 
of Chris|< Honorab'e very wlao very 
prudent *lr kind frlettd — Having u 
good opportunity to write to others. I 
was not Inclined to neglect doing the 
same, to your Honor. I btd promised 
lo write to your Honor und old ati 
well as ll«\y obligations rendered me 
your Honor's debtor in this regard" 
The letter briefly describes the voyage 
from Itptlupxl, which lasted seventy- 
llirce duys .It wan a tempestuous pus-

Success In The 
Shipping Of 
Buffalo North 

Canailii's success In lui- ifforts to 
aave the buffulo from extinction la 
shown in the I'lict thai the great 
park at Wainwr^ght, Albcrtn, approxi 
mutely jr. miles long and ill miles 
wldo, which many thought, even n. few 
years ago. was ample for all time, Is 
unable lo support a further Increase in 
the herd and provision must be made 
Cor the disposal of the animal increase 
Fr.oni time to time a ccrtaJn number 
have been slaughtered and a commer- 
cial disposition made of tho meat and 
rohes. As a further experiment, during 
the past summer, over 1,(100 yearling 
and I-year-old buffalo were shipped 
from Walnwrifrtit northward about too 
miles by rail and water to the Wood 
Buffalo park, near Fort Smith, North- 
west Territories. Ten thousand five 
hundred square miles of natural pas- 
ture are included In the Wood Bullnlo 
park which was primrally s<M. a.*ld»» for 
the protection of our wild wood huff, 
alo herds. While it Is too soon to nay 
postlvely what the outcome nf this 
"Xperlment will be. the outlook is most 
encouraging. 

Klehleen years agn it was the 
grnernl opinion of naturalists and 
oth.rs that the buffalo was doomed 
to extinction. In 190" the opportunity 
to save a last remnant of those one- 
time lords of the plains was grasped 
by the Dominion Oovornment through 
the Department of the Interior, ami at 
Hip nid of three, yenni the last of the 
7011 members or the herd owned by 
Michael pnblb. of Montana, U.S. 'A., 
tvera safely within the Buffalo Na- 
tional park at Wnlnwrlght. During 
the liiinrvenltiR sixteen yoa.rti the 
Increase In the herd was a.bout 11,300, 
making the original 7iili approximately 
li!,000 hrad. About 2,000 have been 
ulniightcred for coninieicliil purpiiaes, 
and npproxlinnloty ï.OOfl more shipped 
oui In Hut year's (iKperlmonl, trnns- 
ferrod m hi her parks, ami otherwise 
dlHpnsed of leaving about S.lltiO nnlmnls 
al preeent in Hie Walnwrlghl park. 

With tin- flit tiro of the species in 
Ctiniida praollcally assured, I ha Oov* 
einrneni is considering ways and 
means of utilizing Hs MirphiH animals 
which thriiugh nn I urn I Incrcnse. reach 
alxani I, BOO par year. This Hiinimor's 
experiment was nari'led out with 
rniiiarltnlile siuvass nnil the way the 
vetiy small Ions of eight animals oui 
of 1,(134 shipped, 

The movement nf the buffalo from 
Walnwrlghl began It) the early part 
of June. Their destination was a point 
known as La Hutte nn the Slave 
river, Ihe eastern boundary nf the 
Wood Buffalo park. Substantial enrt 
nils and loading platforms worn built 
nl Wainwrlghl and weekly shipments 
ftf 200 to L'nfi each ware made In 
spçclnj cms divided into suctions and 
filled with watering and feeding fa- 
cilities. The rirsl Irainlond loft Wnln- 
wrlght on June Hi and roachcil the 
end of uleol at Waterways, Alharla, 
on tho I7lh. A I Ihls point Ihu buffalo 
were placed In specially constructed 
cnrrnls where thoy were watered, led. 
and rciilod for t Ii li t y- Mix hours. Thoy 
worn then reloaded on two hnrgca, 
ami, after an uneventful trip down 
Hie Clearwater, Alhnhaskn, and Slayn 
rivers, arrived al their dOHllrtntlpn on 
June 81.
